The proposition of the Danish dele- 
gate, C. F. Teitgen, will be considered 
by the committee in connection witr 
the Rothschild plan. Teitgen propose* 
the coinago of ailver five franc, foui 
shilling or dollar piece> Rated to gok 
according to the price of silver in thi 
year previous to the adoption of an inter 
national agreement, with a seniorage 
10 per cent. He also proposes the ap- 
pointment of a permanent international 
commission to fix the price. Shoulo 
the price of silver fall to 5 per cent, be 
low the coinage ratio the commission 
will have authority to fix a new ratir 
and order the recoinage of the pieces. 
These coine will be legal tender inter- 
nationally, banks to keep them ns a re- 
serve against notes. 

The special committee chosen by the 
conference to consider the plans of Al- 
fred Do Rothschild, Adolph Soetbeer 
and Mm it.- Levy for the rehabilitation 
of silver, has closed its work without 
having come to any definite conclusiot 
The report, drawn up by M. Kaffnli 
viteh, Russian delegate, w ill lie read o 
Friday. 

The delegates to the Monetary col 
ferencc are greatly interested in Arcl 
bishop Walsh's declaration in fBvor < 
bi-metallism, the adoption of which h 
advocates as necessary to save the Iris 
tenant from ruin. Sir (J. I* Moles- 
worth, who is an Irish landlord, said 

"Archbishop ^Walsh is right I have 
contended for years that the Irish diffi- 
culty is greatly due to the appreciation 
of gold, the value of which has in- 
creased fifty per cent, since 1S71. The 
Irish farmers contract to pny their rent 
in gold; but now, owing to the in- 
creased purchasing power of the aov- 
e reign, they must raise more produce in 
order to earn the rent money. Land- 
lords also suffer, aa mortgages and the 
like must be satisfied with the appreci- 
ated standard. 

"The substantial reductions made In 
rents in the past generation has been 
inadequate to meet the difficulty, be- 
cause the reductions have not kept 
pace with the appreciation* of gold. The

New Orleans, Deo. 1.— The conven- 
tion opened her* Wednesday in the in- 
terest of the Nicarafruan canal, woe the 
outgrowth of a healthy public senti- 
ment prevailing all over the country in 
favor of the hastening to completion of 
an inter-oceanio water-way which not 
only promises to yield immense profits, 
but which, it seems to be almost uni- 
formly conceded, ousrht to be under 
the control of the United States gov- 
ernment as a political necessity and 
from a strategic standpoint. The con- 
vention promises to be abundantly 
fruitful in results ami being of a non-po- 
litical character and entirely disassoci- 
ated from the private corporations at 
present engaged in Carrying forward 
the project which it Is intended 
further, it ought to be, from its j 
sonal and its representative natur< 
body of great public weight and w 
Influence. 

The present convention Is the seq 
of a former similar gathering at 
Louis held in June last and which 1 
its origin with the merchants of 
Pacific At thair instance a convent 
had been held in California in Mai 
as a result of which Gov. Markham 
quested the governors of the \ in- 
states to appoint delegate* to assemble 
In the Mound city in con

It had 
the effect of adding force to the grow- 
ing public sentiment in favor of fed- 
eral supervision and assistance in the 
building of the canal, and it adjourned 
to reconvene at a time and place t 
determined upon by the chairman and 

It was in pursuance of the authority 
conferred at St Louis that Chair 
Converse and the executive committee 
selected New Orlaans and Wednesday at 
the place and date of the convention. In- 
vitations were extended by Gov. Foster, 
of Louisiana, and the executive com- 
mitteeof the St Louis convention to 
the governors of the various states and 
to all the leading commercial organ i; 
tions and municipalities of the country 
to appoint delegates to represent their 
respective states or bodies here. The 
responses received have exceeded the 
anticipations of the promoters of the 
convention and the indications point to 
a large and distinguished convention. 

The project of an inter-oceunic canal 
is by no means a new one. and for near- 
ly half a century th* United States gov- 
ernment has been engsged In surveys 
and explorations of routes for a canal 
connecting the two oceans. Of all the
